Mayor Mallow, in explaining his stand, said 
that prohibiting the wearing of abbreviated beach 
wear on the streets would result in an economic 
loss to merchants in the downtown beach area. 
Instead of patronizing these establishments, bath¬ 
ers would spend their money at the various small 
stands on the boardwalk, he observed. 


Russia, Italy Approve 
Neutrality, 'With 
Reservations'

PARIS. </pi France today lined 
up seven European nations in¬ 
cluding Great Britain, Germany, 
Russia and Italy—behind her pro¬ 
posal for a non-intervention pol¬ 
icy In Spain’s civil war in an ef¬ 
fort to insure the continued peace 
of the continent. 

The other nations approving "in 
principle” a hands-off policy in 
Spain's fratricidal conflict were 
Belgium. The Netherlands and 
Czeclio-slovakia. 

Two Attach Reservations 
Both the Soviets and Italy at¬ 
tached reservations to their com¬ 
plete accord. 

Sources close to the government 
said the French foreign office, 
agitated for days over the possi¬ 
bility of a genera! European con¬ 
flagration growing out of Spain's 
bloody civil war, would try imme¬ 
diately for a practical application 
of the neutrality policy. 

Diplomatic sources said new 
notes would be dispatched to in¬ 
terested pow’ers proposing the 
prohibition of shipments of arms, 
munitions, airplanes, warships or 
any other war materials to Spain 
proper or to Spanish Morocco, the 
seat of the revolutionary move¬ 
ment. 

Russian Conditions 

Russia imposed two conditions 
in announcing her limited accep¬ 
tance of the neutrality proposal. 
They were: 

1. Portugal must he included in 
the agreement. 

2. "Certain states” must halt 
immediately "all assistance given 
to the rebels." 

The second Soviet limitation 
was interpreted in French official 
circles as a flat charge against 
Germany and Italy. 

(Italy earlier had been suspected 
by French authorities of aiding 
the Spanish Fascists in return for 
what was believed might be rebel 
concessions to give Italy the use 
of a Spanish port in the Balearic 
Islands. 

Italy's Four Points 

The four points of Italy's adher- I 
ence are: 

1. Italy adheres in principle to 
Ihe theory of non-intervention in 
Spain. 

2. Italy asks whether moral 
solidarity with one of the parties 
in the conflict does not. constitute | 
a "dangerous form of interven¬ 
tion" 

3. The government asks 
whether a place of non-interven- i 
tion binds only signatory govern¬ 
ments or also their private indus¬ 
tries. 

4. It also asks whether France 
has any measures in view for 
guaranteeing the neutrality pledge.

Strikers to Hear Fate 
From Judge Allen at 
10 Tomorrow

BERLIN.—Taking up where Jesse Owens left off, ath¬ 
letes in the eleventh Olympiad today launched a fresh as¬ 
sault on the record books with Jack Lovelock blazing the 
trail, with a 3:47.8 victory in the metric mile; Forrest Towns 
completing America’s sweep in the hurdles, and Germany 

--^finally breaking the Scan.iina- 

' vian’s javelin supremacy for the 
first time in Olympic history. 

Towns, America’s ace high tim¬ 
ber-topper, captured the 110- 
meter high hurdle championship 
in world record equalling time of 
14 2 seconds, after winning his 
semi-final heat in the smashing 
time of 14.1. 

Great Britain’s Don Finlay took 
second, and Fritz Pollard jr„ Chi¬ 
cago negro, placed third, although 
both were timed in 14.4, equalling 
the Olympic standard set four 
years ago at Los Angeles by the 
late George Saling of Iowa City. 
Cunningham Second 
Kansas' Glenn Cunningham fin¬ 
ished six-tenths of a second be¬ 
hind Lovelock in the 1500-meter 
race, and the next three runners 
joined that pair in lowering the 
Olympic mark. 

Before an overflow jam of 105,- 
000 spectators, including Reichs- 
fueher Adolf Hitler who arrived 
just as the 12-man field toed the 
marks. Lovelock lopped one second 
off Bill Bonthron's listed world 
record of 3:48.8. Cunningham. 


Ten Mexicans were found guilty 
and three were found not guilty 
of rioting when a superior court 
jury returned a verdict at 8:30 
o'clock last night after deliberat¬ 
ing nearly nine hours.

FLOOD RAGES 
AT PUEBLO 


HUNTINGDON, Pa. (JP) — A 
huge Pittsburgh-to-New York bus 
overturned twice in a rainstorm 
on a mountainside 12 miles west 
of Huntingdon early today, killing 
two persons and injuring 13. 

Six of the 15 passengers were 
trapped beneath the wreckage and 
rescuers toiled for four hours be¬ 
fore the last two women, both con¬ 
scious, were taken out. 

The bus company announced the 
dead were identified as Frank Ha- 
luk, 48, of Youngstown, O., and 
Miss Florence K. Corrigan, about 
25, of Cleveland, O. 

George Kucik, of Pittsburgh, 
driver and the only one of the 
occupants to escape injury, said 
his ear skidded shortly after it 
passed the crest of the hill, about 
12:30 a. m. Approximately 75 
guard posts were knocked down 
by the swaying bus before it over¬ 
turned. The top was sheared off.

Blessed Event' Is Near 
Birthplace of Dionne 
Quintuplets 


I LEBLO, Colo. (JP )—Cottages 
were toppled into the raging wa¬ 
ters of Fountain river here to¬ 
day as that stream swept into 
Pueblo at flood crest, forcing evac¬ 
uation of 200 patients from an 
annex of the state hospital. 

Driving down from the moun¬ 
tains where extensive rains have 
turned other normally docile 
streams of southeastern Colorado 
into swollen mud-red floods, the 
water cut into the hospital 
grounds and damaged several 
large dormitories. 

Two cottages on the hospital 
grounds fell into the stream as 
the water cut under their founda¬ 
tions. There was no loss of life. 

The Fountain, which has caused 
previous serious floods at Colo¬ 
rado Springs and Pueblo, rose 
rapidly early today following 
heavy cloudbursts between here 
and Colorado Springs.

U. S. WARNS SPAIN ON 
DAMAGE TO PROPERTY 

WASHINGTON, CPi—The Uni¬ 
ted States today called upon the 
Spanish government to provide 
adequate protection for American 
property in the revolutionary area, 
warning that it would expect ade¬ 
quate indemnification for any 
damage suffered. 

On instructions from the state 
department, Eric C. Wendelin, 
charge d'affaires of the American 
embassy in Madrid, told Spanish 
foreign office officials the United 
States could not admit that the 
property of its nationals in Spain 
could be interferred with with im¬ 
punity. 

Thus far the only interference 
with American property reported 
from Spain has been at Barcelona 
where elements aligned with the 
government have seized control of 
the plants of the Ford Motor Com¬ 
pany and the General Motors Cor¬ 
poration.

Find Calendar of Rock Thatj 
Goes Back 17,000 Years I 


NEW YORK. (/P)—A rock calen¬ 
dar which goes back 17,000,000 
years and shows the annual 
changes in weather in that long- 


ago time is described to the 
American Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science by W. H. 

Bradley of the U. S. Coast and 
Geodetic survey. 

This calendar was found in 
studying the rocks of the Green 
river district in the state of 
Washington. 

It is made of rocks formed of 
thin layers ranging from less than 
the thickness of a sheet of paper 
to nearly half an inch. 

Each layer, Bradley reports, 
tells the story of the weather for 
a year. Each one was originally 
a layer of mud. washed into a 
lake by the season’s rains, its 
thickness probably affected by 
erosion, drought and storms. 

The layers show clearly, Brad¬ 
ley says, the sun-spot cycles of 
the Miocene period. 17,000.0000 
years ago. The cycles reveal 
themselves in an 11-year fluctua¬ 
tion in amount of rainfall. 

Plentiful rains brought down 
more silt to the year's layer, and 
the layers of the rainy years are 
thickened corresponding to rain¬ 
fall. 

Succeeding deposits in time 
pressed the lower ones into rock. 

These layers today correspond I suspect 
with similar variations in tree 
rings and in glacial deposits, 
which have been used similarly to 
trace the climatic changes for a 
few thousand years in recent time 


BARNSLEY, York, Eng. UPi _ 
Hope virtually was abandoned late 
today for the safety of any of 
60 or more miners trapped in a 
coal pit far underground by an 
early morning explosion. 

Rescue workers searching for 
bodies In the colliery of the 
Wharncliffe, Wood, Moore com¬ 
pany laid body beside body in 
ever-increasing numbers as they 
emerged from the workings. 

Dr. James Henderson, member 
of one of the rescue teams, said 
the situation was "hopeless." 

"We reached most of the bod¬ 
ies," he said. "A lot of the men 
had been killed by the violence of 
the explosion. Others were lying 
about in attitudes suggested they 
had been suffocated by gas."

Special state legislation again 
offers summer bargains in delin¬ 
quent tax redemptions, County 
Auditor W. T. Lambert announced 
today. 

Only change in the law from 
that of last year is that it com¬ 
putes interest on delinquent taxes 
from July 1, 1935, instead of from 
July 1, 1934, as previously, Lam¬ 
bert said. Those who have de¬ 
linquent taxes incurred before 
June 30, 1936, may pay them with¬ 
out adding anything for costs, 
penalties, or interest, provided that 
payment in full is made during the 
month of August. 

Offer Explained 

Persons who have been paying 
out delinquent taxes on install¬ 
ments are offered the special con¬ 
cession of having no interest 
charged if payment in full is made 
during August, with the added 
benefit of having all interest al¬ 
ready paid applied on taxes. 

For instance, according to Au¬ 
ditor Lambert, if $20 has been 
paid on taxes and $5 on interest, 
the entire amount of $25 will be 
applied on taxes 


Figure to Be Set Aug

Santa Ana city tax rate will 
drop this year. City Auditor Lloyd 
Banks predicted today as he pre¬ 
pared figures to submit to the 
council at its next meeting 
Aug. 17. 

On that date the council will 
have the first reading of an ordi¬ 
nance setting the tax rate. Sec¬ 
ond reading will be Aug. 31. Be¬ 
cause exact figures on publicity 
utility valuations have not been re¬ 
ceived, Banks was not able to 
compute the exact rate which will 
be required. The valuations are 
expected late this month. 

Of a budget of $588,579, includ¬ 
ing interest and sinking funds, the 
city must raise approximately 
$360,000 in taxes. Banks said. 
This figure includes $24,000 which 
must be paid in 10 cent levies to 
retire delinquent. 1915 act street 
bonds. 

A drop will come in the amount 
to be levied for acquisition and 
improvement. districts because 
payments of taxes and assess¬ 
ments this year improved over 
previous years, the auditor re¬ 
plied. In those districts delin¬ 
quencies of one year are added to 
the amount to be raised the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

Pending arrival of official fig¬ 
ures on utility property, which is 
assessed by the state board of 
equalization, the assumed valua¬ 
tion for the city of Santa Ana is 
$24,017,940.

The right to make payments on 
installments is also renewed and 
will run through until April 20, 
1037. The conditions are the 
same as in the past, requiring 
payment of all accrued interest to 
date of payment, figured at 7 per 
cent from July 1, 1935, together 
with one-tenth of the total amount 
of back taxes.

The only point in which the new 
law does not offer an advantage 
is to tile person whose taxes were 
delinquent for the first time on 
June 30, 1936.

CHICAGO. CP)—Selby Maxwell, 
the man who forecast last winter’s 
heavy snow and this summer's 
drought months ahead of time 
said today a wave of floods would 
soon develop in the United States. 

He predicted a long series of 
rains would push rivers over their 
banks from the Gulf of Mexico to 
Canada, washing out the drought. 

The first ripples of the flood 
wave had already appeared on the 
nation's weather map, he asserted, 
pointing to swollen streams in 
Colorado. 

Recent rains had filled streams 
in the Southeastern states, the 
long-range forecaster went on, 
and it was here he expected the 
high water to make its earliest 
appearance. 

Rainfall would gather volume as 
the autumn season progressed, 
Maxwell said, and the floods 
would move from the Southeast to 
the present heart of the drought 
land in the Northwest. 

By September, he declared, the 
Mississippi would probably be on 
another rampage. 

Maxwell hazarded no guess at 
the severity of the floods, which 
he forecast by astronomical form¬ 
ulae based on the way the moon 
wobbles in its orbit.

A T H E N S, (/Pi The ’ strong 
man” of Greece, Premier John 
Metaxas, told the nation today he 
was going to crush Communism. 

Exercising a strong, if tempor¬ 
ary military dictatorship to cope 
with a general strike he said was 
fostered by Communists, the pre¬ 
mier announced martial law would 
be strictly enforced until the na¬ 
tion was “secure against Commun¬ 
ist agitation.” 

The whole nation, he added, 
must be “disciplined.” 

He pushed his martial measures 
another step forward by shuffling 
the cabinet personnel as martial 
lew continued to dominate the 
Hellenic nation. 

“Complete failure” was the fate 
of the 24-hour general strike 
called by leftist trade unions 
which precipitated proclamation 
of martial law, dissolution of par¬ 
liament, and mobilization of pub¬ 
lic service workers. 

A semi-official agency reported 
the walkout collapsed after the 
government, with full approval 
from King George II, Instituted 
stern measures against “a Com¬ 
munistic plot.”

400; police, $19,908; fire, $12,110; 
park, $13,000; unappropriated re- I 
serve, $23,077; library, $11,235; li-j 
brary reserve, $6319; city hall J 
bond, $4612; joint outfall sewer, j 
$12,800; 1926 sewer bonds, $3900. - 

No tax rate can be set until the 
tentative budget is adopted as a 
permanent budget, and the returns 
completed on assessed valuation 
of property in the city.

The congressional committee "in¬ 
vestigating" the Townsend Plan is 
again in session, this time in Chi¬ 
cago. Nobody seriously expects 
that the inquiry will develop any 
further information of conse¬ 
quence, or that any information 
will he of any practical use. Th<‘ 
defiance of Dr Townsend undoubt¬ 
edly has embarrassed the commit¬ 
tee, but it has provided a great 
deal of synicai amusement for 
the country at large. The net 
result of the whole "investigation" 
undoubtedly will be to solidify the 
ranks of the pension advocates 
and to make them more deter¬ 
mined in pursuing their objec¬ 
tive.

Orange county’s board of equali¬ 
zation was threatened with extinc¬ 
tion today. 

This body, composed of the 
board of supervisors sitting an¬ 
nually to make assessment adjust¬ 
ments on property, may never con¬ 
vene again, it appeared today. 

A bill being drawn in Los An¬ 
geles, to be introduced at the next 
session of the legislature, would 
abolish county boards of equaliza¬ 
tion. 

Shift Burden 

The measure would take the re¬ 
sponsibility from the shoulders of 
the board of supervisors and trans¬ 
fer it to a board of real estate ex¬ 
perts appointed for the purpose. 

The supervisors meet for ap¬ 
proximately two weeks each year 
to make the tax assessment ad¬ 
justments. 

At the request of the Los An¬ 
geles county board of supervisors 
the county counsel’s department

Too Much Work 

“Boards of equalization were 
formed when counties had small 
populations,” said Supervisor Ford.

Its Citrus Fruit 


Father Serra was “austere in 
habit, 3lept on a board, wore nei¬ 
ther shoes nor stockings and never 
drank wine. He ate only plain 
food.” 

Serra said that the chief aim of 
annexation of the vast waste of 
California was to redeem heathen 
souls. He was a zealous worker 
for what ho thought was serv¬ 
ing the barbaric red men by 
bringing them the civilization of 
the whites. 

At mass (it is recorded he beat 
himself with a rhain aeross the 
chest until he fell prostrate upon 
the altar. He was a fanatic upon 
religion, of which nothing more 
concerning that phase of his life 
will be said here. 

Serra was the second governor 
of California. He succeeded Por- 
tcla. While he was governor, he 
did much. He established missions 
and started the first steps in the 
plan to civilize the Indians. 

He believed: “Mind triumphs 
over matter.” 

In Orange county, Serra is con¬ 


nected with the history of San 
Juan Capistrano mission. He 
founded it on Nov. 1. 1776. Of 
course, Padre Lasuen, on Oct. 30, 
1775, celebrated mass at the spot 
where the mission stands, and 
planted a cross. 

Serra found that cross and 
blessed the spot again, and the 
mission was given its real start. 

Father Junipero Serra founded 
many of the California missions. 
It was through the missions that 
he brought civilization and made 
neophytes out of the pagans. He 
brought the white man’s God to 
California. That is considered by 
the Christian world a great serv¬ 
ice. 

He was horn on the Isle of Ma- 
joraca, Spain. Nov. 24, 1713. He 
became a Franciscan and devoted 
his life to the service of his fel¬ 
low men. 

He arrived at Loreto, April 1, 
1769, for service in California. 
That date was the beginning of 
the greatest religious service to 
California and the Indians. He 
died Aug. 28, 1784.

I am still looking for a beauty 
kit, marie up especially for the 
feet. Most people these days are 
considerate of their complexions 
and even more take care of their 
hands. But those whose feet hurt 
seem to be only looking for a place 
to sit down. 

Foot bathing should be a rite 
and is cleansing, soothing and in¬ 
vigorating. Nothing helps us 
sleep well after a hard day as 
much as proper foot care. They 
need relaxation; the circulation 
must be restored, and the skin re¬ 
lieved of irritation. 

The feet need good soap even 
more than the face because the 
skin must bear more punishment. 
They need the softest, freshest 
towels for drying. When the feet 
burn and feel soggy, add boric or 
salicylic acid to the bath water. 
Have a deep basin so that the feet 
may be immersed until the sense 
of tension has been overcome. 
When they are absolutely clean 
use a good cream to rub gently 
over the foot surface. This re¬ 
stores the natural oils and the rub- 
hing is good for the circulation. 

When the oil is absorbed, follow 
with a fragrant, nipping "fresh¬ 
ener.” If you don’t feel younger 
afterwards, you never ran bare¬ 
foot through a field of clover when 
you were a child. 

In stubborn cases of ache and 
strain, you can stimulate the cir¬ 
culation by alternating hot and 
cold water in the foot bath. A 
minute in cold and another in hot 
water, making the one colder and 
the other hotter by degrees as you 
grow accustomed to the tempera¬ 
ture is the way to do it. 

Finish dressing the feet by dust¬ 
ing lightly with a good powder be¬ 
fore putting on the shoes. It isn’t 
wise for me to advise going with¬ 
out heels, even in one’s own room, 
unless I know the build and weight 
of the person concerned. Going 
barefoot is fine for some folks 
while sneakers may prove very 
restful to others. 

Still another group needs sup¬ 
port under the heel to keep the 
foot arches in proper balance. 
Much precaution should be taken 
by pregnant women on account of 
increasing weight, and by all who 
nave suffered from infectious dis¬ 
eases like rheumatism or scarlet 
fever. These troubles deplete the 
character of the bone supply and 
make the foot structure less re¬ 
sistant. 

Many forms of exercise are good 
to keep the feet in proper health. 
Walking, skating, dancing are all 
good if not over-done. Where leis¬ 
ure is limited, just working the 
foot joints in the hands is far bet¬ 
ter than nothing. 

Any persistent pain in the feet 
should be given attention. We 
didn’t worry much over a blistered 
heel years ago, but we know now 
that infection, even if not severe, 
may result in an enlarged bone. A 
very thin rubber pad under the 
heel may relieve pain. If the bone 
growth becomes a real spur, it 
should be removed. Standing 
means even more strain on the 
feet than walking and . with less 
opportunity for adjustment.

Washington reports an increase of

Funny how that law of supply 
and demand works: It is claimed 
that hog raisers got 15 per cent 
more for their 51 per cent of hogs, 
though the price of pork jumped 
100 per cent. (No, Hortense, the 
law of supply and demand is an 
economic, not a New Deal, law.) 

Senator Borah is authority for 
the figure that during the first 
four months of this year we im¬ 
ported 10,500,000 pounds of pork, 
in addition to many millions of 
pounds of other farm products.

How to Set 
Permanent 
Wave 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 

How to make your fingerwave 
and neatly turned ringlet ends last 
for a week is a problem that con¬ 
fronts all of you in the summer¬ 
time. 

If you want to be well-groomed 
every minute, however, you will 
have to learn to set your waves 
and curls yourself. Invest in a 
hair net to wear over your neatly 
arranged waves at night and a 
light, waterproof cap foi your 
daily shower. In addition, get a 
nice perfumed lotion or a very 
thin waveset lotion that you can 
spray on with an atomizer. 

Part your hair where you want 
it, brush and comb free from tan¬ 
gles. Apply the lotion. Now push 
upward to see where the waves 
naturally fall. Now insert your 
waving combs, teeth pointing up¬ 
ward toward the part of your hair. 
If you part your hair on the side, 
then do not make the first wave 
too far toward the top of your 
head. Place the first comb well 
hack, then comb the hair forward 
to make a good wave and insert 
the second comb. 

Comb the hair back and insert 
a comb, continuing until you have 
the waves where you want them. 
Placing the waves in the back is 
more difficult, but you can do it. 
If you want a swirl in the back, 
break some of your combs in half 
and use the short pieces, inserted 
on a slant around the crown of 
your head. 

Now, the ends. The back is 
managed with small curlers. There 
are small metal ones that give the 
curl just the right shape and there 
are some new rubber curlers that 
give soft, loose, more natural¬ 
looking curls. 

Work with a small amount of 
hair at a time. If you wear waves 
rather low across the back of your 
head, then one or two rows of 
■urls at the neckline are enough. 

If your hair is medium in length 
and you wear curls all the way to 
the crown of your head, then the 
easiest way to curl the hair is to 
make a part about one and one- 
half inches above the neckline in 
the back. Pin the other hair out 
of the way and make a row of 
small curls right at the neckline. 
These finished, part the hair again 
one and one-half inches further up 
and make a second row of curls 
across the back of your head. Re¬ 
peat, parting and making rows of 
curls until all of the hair is used. 

When your hair is thoroughly 
dry, comb out the waves carefully, 
combing each one just to its crest. 
After combing between the waves, 
pinch the ridges in place between

CJOME real intellectual exercise is ahead for those Or- 
^ ange county residents who attend the new federal 
forum lectures this fall. A glance over the list of topics 
for discussion under leadership of capable speakers re¬ 
veals that some of the most important questions of the 
times will be dissected.

Greece Goes Fascist 

A GAIN Europe demonstrates that the popular antidote 
for Communism or fear of Communism is the adop¬ 
tion of Fascism. The demonstration this time takes place 
in Greece, where Premier “Strong Man” John Metaxas 
has dissolved the chamber of deputies, established martial 
law, set up censorship and taken full control of all civil 
affairs. His excuse is that Reds were promoting a gen¬ 
eral strike. 

Thus the complexion of European government moves 
rapidly from republics and monarchies toward the dicta¬ 
torship pattern. And the unfortunate millions who in¬ 
habit that teeming continent surrender more and more of 
their liberty of speech and action to powerful leaders who 
rule by bayonet, propaganda and brutality. 

The plight of the masses in Greece, Italy, Germany, 
Russia, Austria and Spain should serve as a warning to 
free Americans that individual political and economic lib¬ 
erty must be preserved against exploitation by hypnotic 
politicians as well as by grasping monied interests.
